Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The applicant's representative and the examiner discussed the 
differences between reticles and wafers, as the primary reference in the current rejection uses a wafer instead of a 
reticle (as claimed). Applicant's representative pointed out that an E-beam is used in the etching of a reticle and that 
reticle manufacturing suffers from unique problems, in particular time delay related errors (see figure 4 of the current 
application). The examiner pointed to the two listed pieces of prior art and suggested that both references must be 
overcome in some fashion for there to be any point in continuing prosecution. It is the examiner's belief that regardless 
of wafer or reticle if a prior art teaching shows scatterometry is used to determine critical areas of an etched surface the 
current claims would have been obvious in light of this teaching, such as Subramanian. . 
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
